The New M an am i bis Work. 

Ilia Excellency Gorernor Musgrare 
arvired here yesterday, and is now the 
legitimate oconpant of " Gary Castle.*' 
If we were to form aa opinion from the 
certificate of character whieh he brings 
with him from Newfoandland, and from 
the estimate of geotlemea who wore 
fellowpassongers of his from San FraD> 
oisoo, we should readily arrive at the 
oonclasioD that Mr, Mnsgrave is jast 
" the man for Galway — that ho pos- 
sesses in a high dogrce those qualities 
which fit him for the wise anil uucoessx 
ful adminiatratioD oi the affairs of a 
now Colony like this. Well ; he has a 
great work to do; a largo Colony to bo 
populated ; immense and varied re^ 
sources to be doTeloped ; an empty ex- 
cbeqaer to be replenit<hed ; importarat 
publio works to be nndertaken ; a do 
dining comniprco to bo restored ; with- 
ering confidenco to bo revived ; now 
political machinery to bo coDBtracted, 
and last, though not least, a bloated 
Civil List to be reduced. From what 
wo hear of his Excellency it will not 
toko him very long to comprehend the 
" sitnation," to form a tolorabi} correct 
opinion ol men and things. Ho will 
not drink merely at the official fountain 
of information. That fs a mistake 
often made; but soldom made, we ven- 
ture to think, by such practical men as 
oar new Governor. The mistake would 
be peculiarly fatal in tbo present instance. 
One of the evils of tho present obnoxious 
political system is the great gulf created 
between the governing and the governed 
The Boonor that gulf is bridged over, oi 
rather filled up — obliterated — the better 
There now ; we have given a glance ut 
the character of the man and a rough 
sketch of the work before him, work 
which would make any but a bold 
heart quake and other than strong 
nerves tremble. Sut what ot tbo pooploi' 
Are there for them no reflections be- 
fitting the occasion ? There are. Tl 
people will be greatly liabio to fall into 
the error of expecting too much. It be» 
hoves them to reflect npon the fact that 
Mr Mttsgrave is, after all, but human, 
and that he cannot therefore, as if bj 
magic, fill the Colony with people or 
the exchequer with revenue, any more 
than he can with a wave of tbo band 
bring hack a receding commerce, com- 
mand mother earth to " stuod and do- 
liver" her stores of treasure, or re- 
Astablisb the crushed and withered plant 
of public confidence. Confidence, it 
should be remembered, is a plant of very 
slow growth. It will be true wisdom on 
the part of the people to be reasonable 
and reasoning, and to remember that 
they, too, have a duty to perform, that 
without their co-operation the best oi 
Governors could accomplish but litllo. 
Ijat the people remember and do all 
this, let them be prepared to extend to 
His Excellency a generous Bympathy, 
and a liberal and reasoning support, 
and, above all, let them seek to be 
nnited in pressing upon his attention 
those cardinal measures of reform 
without which it is useless to hope for 
any real success or increased well-being. 
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Oar English files received by the Moses 
Taylor lead ub, on to the 24th of July 
The great" debate on the condition of 
New Zealand has taken plaoe, and if we 
are to believe the Spectator, nsnally 
excellent authority, "without ezoiting 
tho smallest general interosti or even 
extracting a speech fromaDy one Cabinet 
Minister. The Colonies contain no con 
Btituents of any honourable member 
and so the Houso of Commons is, in ef' 
feet, up in an evon more elevated and 
less visible 'balloon' on Colonial sub 
Jocts than the Houso of Lords itself on 
such a subject as the Irish Church 
Sir C Dilke, who for once made a rather 
ignorant npeeoh, seriously proposed to 

'swords and budges to the friend 
ly natives' as liis sole contribution to 
tho sohition of tho difficulties of tho 
case. Mr Monijoll , tho Colonial Under 
Secretary, delivered a curiously wealr 
speech, in which bo took no account at 
all of either of tho only two pradici' 
|)oints at issue, first, tbo excessive pres- 
sure on the resources of the Northern 
island, and the complete inability of the 
colonists of that island to meet it with" 
out help, — especially when the Middle 
islond is, with much more excuse, likely 
to follow tbo lead of tho mother coun 
try and wash its bunds of the expense 
and Bocondly, and opart from all qiio.s* 
lions of help, tho noedlesgly and osten 
tatiously irritating tone of the Colonial 
despatches. But, of course,

While the people of this Colony are 
" resting upon their oars," listlessly ro- 
olining4n a Sort of dreamxland of men- 
tal and physical inertia, negotiations 
are quietly going on between Washing" 
ton and Ottawa which may natnnlikely 
Calminate, one of these days, in tho 
■Btablishment of a treaty of international 
commercial reciprocity in which British 
Columbia shall have neither " airt nor 
pairt." Amongst the various important 
subjects pressing themselves upon the 
attention of this community that of a 
free market for the natural productionH 
of the Colony in the neighboring States 
Btands prominently forward. Need wo 
point to our vast coal stores and our 
unrivalled forest resources in proof of 
the proposition ? It is portoctly true 
that tho quality of our coal is so super- 
ior as to demand lor it an entranoo in 
spite of all tariffs ; yet it is equally trm.' 
tnat the heavy duty with which it is 
met leaves so narrow a margin for )jrofu 
as to impart a feeling of fatal languor 
to development, and to enable an in- 
ferior American article to uuior sue- 
cessfully into competition. It ia per- 
footly true that tho quality of our 
lomber is so supeiior to that of the 
neighboring territory as to enable the 
former to enter largely into California 
conaumptioD and to bo sought niter in 
her markets; but it is equally true 
that the duty falls so hoavily upon our 
mill interests as to render competition 
with the Paget Bound lumber trade a 
very unprofitable hnsiness. Indeed, to 
such an extent is this true thai, wo 
believe, one of tho largest lumbering 
establishments in the Colony is about 
to be wound up. Need we dwell upon 
the converse of all this, and show how, 
With these obstructions removed, and 
free access to the great centres of con^ 
•nmption geographically so near to us, 
both these interests would Qourish and 
expand? The proposition is surely too 
self-evident to need amplification. Then 
why this indifl'erenco, this fatal inac- 
tion r Why do not our people arouse 
themselves and employ whatever means 
may bo placed within their reach for 
averting such a result as we havo allud- 
to 7 Why not "enter an appearance" 
at Ottawa, and claim to bo comprised 
within the scope of any reciprocity treaty 
thitt in»7 bf negotiated ? .

— In a recent 
issne you have been kind enough to mention 
my name in cooDeotioo witb tbe Hanaimo 
School Meeting. I woatd have allowed this 
to pass, although tbe tone of your remarks is 
not fliUtoriog, wore it not that in a leading 
article of Ihe 14th August the snbjeat bus 
been resunced. 

Allow me in all gentlenoBS to put the 
true statrt of the oaso before your readers, 

Tba objects of a Common Scbool are plain- 
ly three : — 

1. To afford a simple but RulEciant edu- 
cation to tho greatest number possible. 

2. To briuK this eduoation, in a special 
manner, within the reach of those who cannot 
allord the comparatively expensive advan. 
tJge of a private Scbool. 

3. Itsboold be so regulated ss to yield to 
the public an adaqaate guarantee that the 
work undertaken shall be ellioienily done ; 
lo tho Teacher the stimulaa of a personal in- 
terest iu its rucceaa ; and to tbo parenia the 
Bigumenl which results from the necessity 
of some elf'ort being requisite to obtain the 
desired blessing, 

These were the positions maintained by 
Ihe Nanaimo meeiiog. I am not sore that 
they are so unworthy of "a gentleman of edu- 
caiion and position" as your obsorTaiions 
would s^etn toindicale, nor are they aliogotber 
so suggestive of the clmin gang us a gon- 
llonian ol experienc-)" appears lo appre- 
hend. However, there they are ; controvert 
them if you please ; rejule them if you can.

3. isobool facB not higher than half a 
dollar. 

A reference to tba School Act will show 
that S300 rai-ed bete will secure a grant 
of SoOO 

1 shall not dwell, sir, upi;n tba harsh in- 
sult to the majority of the Nanaimo people, 
conveyed in tbe tone of your whole article. 
There are many among its rising yootb well 
qualifiod to deal with ynnr unworthy insioua- 
tiODB. I am bold to af&rm that tbe peace is 
as well p/eserved here as in your highly 
favored city, and that the morals of our haidy 
miners will bear favourable compoiison 
with those of the masses who throng your 
more fashionable thoroughfares.

There are plenty ol 
loroit^nera who DtlievH hia pradiciioas in re^ 
gutd lo I'oru v.'iU bo fulQlled to the very let- 
ter, and soiiio uro even making prcparationa 
to leniuve fnim Lima and Ualluo, and escape 
the inevitable deauufltion. To give weight 
to tho astronomer's prophecy, aa astrologer

[iliat. hut not the days of the month. To a

She had evidently j usl heard of tbe 
itireatcued doairnction ol Lion and her apple- 
• liiid, i tid blia was luuitering prayers, im- 
iiliiriiiL' iMviiie aid and selling fruit in the 
Hiiinu breath in a mo-l laagbable maooer. 
Her manner ol speech and gestoraeoald not 
he corrocily portrayed on paper, but deictib- 
ud aa well aa I ciin, aba went on Bometbing 
IU tins style; ' For the lova of God, don't 
auud tho rarthqa.ike ; two ceota a-pieee. Sig- 
ner ; don't destroy this beautiful city ; five 
for u media, Sijjnoro, and spare tbe good 
Uatlijliu.', and the good Atchbishop ; bay 
-orn j nice oranges, Siirnorita? we will ofler 
•hi-e m.iny prayers, oh ! Virgin Marvj here's 
V'lur uiee, tine biinanas ; spare us. Holy 
.Wotber ! ' c.c, etc. And oil this gioberisb, 
npoken in the sanie breath, and without a 
litioiio. and w.th tbe moat Spanish empbatia 
mi l i;ri(nuce made a moal ludicrous effect 
upun iho hysiauderp. But, ioatiag aside, the 
i.iMjilc ol Lima and Callao are greatly 
frighiened at tba coming prophesy; and if the
